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MOUNTAIN SURVEY MAY 

MEAN NEW ROAD 

Visions of a “Rim of the World” | 
route through the heart of the great 
mountain district back of Pasadena^ 
and Sierra Madre loomed up a few 
days since as a result of a surveying 
expedition undertaken by twelve engi¬ 
neers under the direction of the State 
Bureau of Public Roads. 

According to news filtering through 
mountain resort proprietors, govern¬ 
ment and county sources, the purpose 
of the survey is to find th e best route 
from the Arroyo, in Pasadena, to a! 
proposed addition to another moun¬ 
tain road constructed to ltincon canyon 
from Azusa. The link from th e Ar¬ 
royo would, it is supposed, go from 
Oak Wylde through Dark Canyon, 
pass Switzer’s, Barley Flats, Pine 
Flats, Chilao and Buckhorn to connect 
with the proposed route from the Sanj 
Gabriel near Mount Islip. 

Built to Rincon 

. 

For the past ten years, it is stated, 

! th t , construction of the road from 
Azusa has been in progress through 
county finances until now it has pen¬ 
etrated th e Rincon district. Accord¬ 
ing to the original survey, that road, 
at the expense of the state, is to con¬ 
tinue in a northerly direction to Val- 
yermo on the desert sid e of the moun-l 
tain, and to Palmdale. The connection 
at Mt. Islip leading through the moun¬ 
tain territory to the Arroyo would 
give the western part of the Angeles 
Reserve a loop unequaled on the con- ! _ 
tinent, and at the same time rival the 
famous “Rim of th e World” route in 
the San Bernardino mountains. 

Four years ago the state legislature 
passed a bond issue bill with a “rider” 
calling for an appropriation of $100,- 
000 for a road in the Angeles Reserve.: 
Recently it was discovered that some; 
of the money had been laid aside, and, 
it is stated, $25,000 of the sum is to be 
devoted for the present survey. 

At a recent meeting in Los Angeles, I 
officials of the United States Forest! 
Service, the County Road Department,) 
the Auto Club of Southern California 
and the State Highway Bureau 
brought pressure upon th e state gov¬ 
ernment, it is declared, to bring about 
the survey and probably start the 
proposed mountain road. The com- ) 
plete survey is to be made during the, 
coming summer months.

All visitors to Yosemite are interest- 1 
e d in the way that Nature carved such 
a mervelously beautiful masterpiece. 
Recent studies by members of the U. 
j S. Geological Survey have proved con¬ 
clusively the most important facts in 
the long hidden story. 

The Sierra Nevada is a mountain' 
rang e that has resulted from the tip¬ 
ping of a huge block of the earth’s 
crust—a block 400 miles long and 80 
miles wide. The break or ‘'fault” oc-| 
curred at the eastern edge of the 
block; one may now stand at the sum-! 
mit of Mt. Lyall or Mt. Dana and look 
down 10,000 feet or more to Mono lake 
and the desert valleys to the eastward.: 
The westward slope of the Sierras 
slopes gradually—indeed, the average 
j gradient from the crest to the San 
Joaquin valley only averages two degs. 

Following the successive tilting.s 
> that raised the Sierra the main 
j streams were forced to flow west¬ 
ward. One of these trunk streams, the 
; Merced, carved its channel to a depth 
of more than 2000 feet to form the! 
slowly developing Yosemite Valley. 1 
Then came a change in climate. The 
snows of winter accumulated in the 
higher mountains, compacted into ice,: 
and and sent forth glaciers into the 
lower country. Two of these glaciers, 
one from the main Merced drainage 
and one from the Tenaya Creek drain¬ 
age, met in the Yosemite, greatly wid-, 
ened it, and, up to their retreat some 1 
20,000 years ago, had succeeded in | 
deepening the valley some twelve hun-, 
dred feet.
